I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  sanitary  circumstances 
of  the  Urban  District  of  Bromsgrove  for  the  year  19644, 

The  general  health  of  the  population  remained  very  satisfactorjr.  There  was 
no  serious  outbreak  of  infectious  disease.  Vaccination  against  smallpox  and 
immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  reached  a satisfactory 
level. 


Deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  showed  a mortality  rate  of  0.55  per  1,000  of 
population  which  is  now  the  highest  on  record  since  1955,  the  average  for  the  9 
years  1955  - 63  being  0,32  per  1,000.  Deaths  from  hea,rt  disease  (including 
c-ronarj''  disease,  angina,  hypertension  and  other  heart  disease)  have  remained 
fairly  steady  during  the  same  period. 

The  numbers  of  persons  on  the  Tuberculosis  Piegister  has  declined  considerably 
in  the  last  year.  This  is  most  gratifying. 

The  standard  of  food  hygiene  in  the  District  is  at  a high  level,  thanks  to 
the  work  done  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  to  the  co-operation  of  the 
I'od  trade  and  the  public. 

An  attempt  has  been  made  to  follow  the  population,  house  occupo-tion,  birth 
and  death  trends  fjr  the  past  ten  years  and  to  forecast  the  possible  position 
in  another  ten  years.  This  may  enable  the  Council  to  plan  accordingly, 

I am  grateful  to  the  Officers  and  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their 
help  and  c -operation.  I should  also  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
c -ntinued  support  of  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee,

Assuming  that  these  trends  continue  we  find  that  the  anticipated  population 
in  1974  will  be  approximately  46,600  (Fig,  1,  projection  for  1974  - 46,500) 


It  is  therefore  now  necessary  to  give  consideration  to  the  whole  question  of 
mald-ng  provision  for  another  10,000  persons  inhabiting  the  district  by  1974,  They 
will  require  an  additional  5,000  houses  or  flats  in  which  to  live.  Land  acquisition, 
and  the  provision  of  Loail  Authority  o,nd  other  Statutory  services  will  need  to  be 
geared  accordingly,

The  Counti’’  Council  administers  the  Health  Visiting,  Maternity,  Child  'Jelfare, 
School  Health,  Immunisation,  Dental  and  Specialist  Services  v/hich  aim  at  the 
preservation  of  health  of  the  community  and  the  prevention  of  diseases,  especially 
among  children.  The  Home  Pursing  service  provided  by  the  County  Council,  supported 
by  the  Home  Help  Service,  which  is  managed  by  the  W.V.S. , and  the  Loan  of  Nursing 
Requisites  Scheme  managed  by  the  Red  Cross,  continued  to  provide  invaluable 
doLiiciliary  help  and  advice. 

The  district  is  well  served  by  hospitals  of  all  kinds  either  v/ithin  the 
district  or  v/ithin  comparatively  ec.sy  reach  of  it,  except  for  casualty  facilities 
for  major  o.ccidents  which  need  to  be  transported  either  to  the  Accident  Hospital,

Dacteriological  examinations  wore  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Laborm-.torj"'  Service  a,t  the  Royal  Infirmary,  Wurcester  and  Chemical  analyses  of 
water,  etc,  wore  done  by  the  County  Laboratory,  \7orcester.

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  the  report  of  the  work 
carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  196^. 


MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 

During  the  year,  the  total  number  of  animals  killed  and  inspected 
at  the  Public  Slaughterhouse  and  one  Private  Slaughterhouse  was  66,361, 
an  increase  of  9tl99  on  the  previous  year.  The  amount  of  meat 
inspection  and  supervision  demands  the  services  of  one  full  time 
inspector  at  the  Public  Slaughterhouse,  and  of  two  inspectors  at  peak 
periods,  in  addition  to  the  inspection  required  at  the  one  Private 
Slaughterhouse . 

Apart  from  the  seasonal  decline  in  killing  during  the  Summer 
months,  the  Public  Slaughterhouse  has  v/orked  to  maximum  capacity,  and 
it  is  apparent  that  should  this  high  throughput  be  maintained 
ocnsideration  should  be  given  to  the  provision  of  additional  lairage 
and  storage  space.

The  total  number  of  visits  to  food  premises  during  the  year, 
including  visits  to  slaughterhouses  for  the  purpose  of  meat  inspection, 
was  1,533. 

Minor  infringements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations, 
i960  were  dealt  with  either  verbally  or  by  letter  and  in  each  case  the 
required  works  v/ere  carried  out.
